! U. S. Takes 
Strong Stand 
on Europe 


By GRAHAM HOVEY 


" Washington, April 9 — t.W— The 
, United States threw its diplomatic 
, weight today behind a double-bar- 
relled drive to speed peace lor 
much of Europe and harmony for 
the Americas. 
This, in brief, is the situation: 
Europe — Barring 
unexpected 
developments, Secretary of State 
Byrnes will meet in Paris April 25 
With Foreign Ministers Molotov of 
;Russia, Bevin of Britain and Bi- 
dault of France in a critical ses- 
sion which may determine when 
'the projected, 2t-nation European 
peace conference can begin. 


At stake in turn are final treaties 
'which will permit full restoration 
of sovereignty 
to the 
European 


countries once allied 
with 
Nazi 
Germany — Italy, Bulgaria. 
Ro- 
mania, Hungary and Finland. 


Americas — This country, in ef- 


fect, is extending the olive branch 
to Col. Juan D. Peron, Argentina's 
"strong man" and president-elect. 
The gesture is a bid to end two 
years of intermittent bickering and 
restore 
hemisphere 
solidarity, 
.backed up by a Pan American de- 
fense treaty. 
Byrnes disclosed these new de- 
velopments at a news conference 
late yesterday. 


He announced that Molotov and 
Bevin had accepted his suggestion 
that big four 
foreign 
ministers 
meet in Paris some two 
weeks 
hence in an effort to break 
the 


^present deadlock over 
drafts of 
proposed peace treaties. Bidault is 
•expected to follow suit.-., 
' Then Byrnes issued a statement 
-which said the United States would 
"welcome" Argentina's 
participa- 
tion in the Pan American 
defense 
treaty if the Peron .government 
would fulfill its hemisphere com- 
mitments, including its pledge to 
eliminate "Axis influences." 
Persons close to Byrnes said he 
Considers the approaching 
Paris 
trip one of the most important mis- 
sions he has ever undertaken. The 


cabinet officer has said repeatedly 
he regards peace treaties with the 
former Axis satellites and removal 
of occupation troops as a critically 
urgent matter. 


That is why he has opposed post- 


poning the general F.uropean aeace 
conference, scheduled to start in 
Paris no laler than May 1. Yes- 
terday, however, he indicated post- 
ponement -might be inevitable. He 
said the foreign ministers 
would 


have to set the date for its opening. 
Russia Asks 
U.S. to Drop 
Spy Charge 


Washington. April 9 —(#•)— Gov- 


ernment 
officials reported today 


that Russia has "suggested" 
the 
United States drop its spy charges 
against Soviet Lt. Nicolai G. Redin 
unless it can produce more evi- 
dence. 


Redin, a 29-year-old naval offi- 


cer, was 
seized 
by the FBI at 


Portland, Ore., March 26 on espi- 
onage charges. 


Washington officials, who asked 
anonymity, told reporters the Sov- 
iet Union had sent its 
suggestion 


through ordinary diplomatic chan- 
nels. It was not a flat request that 
the case be dropped, they said. 


Instead, it expressed the opinion 


that on the basis of current evi- 
dence the charge was not justified 
and asked whether 
this 
govern- 


ment 
expected to proceed 
with 
the case. 


The FBI warrant charged Redin 


with inducing an unnamed person 
to give him data on the U. S. S. 
Yellowstone, a destroyer 
tender. 
The arrest came at a 
time of 


broad public discussion over atom 
bomb secrets and a -Canadian in- 
vestigation 
into 
espionage by a 
former Russian military aide at 
Ottawa.

Quiet, under-cover 
sentiment 
to 


shift the temporary home of the 
United Nations to San Francisco 
or some other city was develop- 
ing today among delegates to the 
U. N. Security Council. 


A high-ranking member of 
a 


major power delegation told the 
United Press that the council ap- 
pears to be working under a psy- 
chological handicap in New \ork 
— a handicap based on the very 
exciting nature of the city itself 
and on the great distance belween 
Ihe living quarter-offices in Man- 
hattan and the meeting place in 
the Bronx. 


"The Security Council," he ob- 
served, "is suffering from a sense 
of insecurity." 


This official, who atlended the 
San Francisco meeting that 
gave 


birth to the United Nations, belives 
that the western city offered 
the 


solution to the organization's prob- 
lem. 


However, the council itself can't 


do anything about it now. The UN 
assembly decided in London that 
the interim site must be in New 
York City. Nevertheless, the senti- 
ment for a change is present. In 
September, the assembly will meet 
here. Then there will be 
repre- 


sentatives of "51 nations. At present 
there are only 11 nations in session 
here and their delegations 
don't 
like it. 


Officals of several 
delegations 
doubt that the proposed Sperry fac- 
tory site at Lake Success, L. L, 
22 miles from New York, is the 
answer to what they want. So far 
as the present make-shift 
home 


for the council in the Bronx JK con- 
cerned, they say it's impossible. 
They hasten to emphasize 
they 
have nothing against the 
Bronx 


and express appreciation of 
the 
courtesies shov/n them, 
but 
the 


Bronx, they contend, is too 
iar 


from their delegation offices and 
lacks all the facilities needed for 
Ihe smooth operation of a world 
organization. 


Even the British, who had 
op- 


posed the establishment of U. N. 
at any site oulside Ihe northeastern 
United Stales, are dissatisfied with 
the present interim 
home. 
The 
British are in a dilemma, 
they 


admit. They don't like it here but 
they don't know where to go. 
"What we want,1 'said a 
high 


delegation official, "is a place we 
can call home — even if it is tem- 
porary. We want a place where we 
won't feel rushed to get from one 
place to another because of dis- 
tance.- We want a place wilh fa- 
cilities that can accommodate the 
entire organization, concentralcd in 
one place and wilh immedialo ac- 
cess to the advanlages of a big 
city."

Worse, Says 
FBI Chief

Director, J. Edgar Hoover warned 
today that the postwar crime wave 
is "getting'\vorse" and attributed 
it to poor parental supervision and 
a break-down in .school and social 
•systems. 


Hoover's warning was released 


by the House Appropriations com- 
mittee, which approved a bill giv- 
ing the FBI all it asked for fiscal 
1947—$28,700,000. 
The 
committee 


said Hoover should come back and 
ask for still more money if 
the 


crime wave continues to develop. 


Attorney 
General 
Tom 
Clark 


said that the juvenile crime pic- 
ture was a "black one". He said 
one of the most depressing 'acts 
was that sex delinquency among 
17-year-old girls increased 3G5 per 
cent last year. 


"We nave talked about the dan- 


ger of a postwar crime wave," 
Hoover said. "That danger is with 
us now; we are in the midst of it. . 
and it is getting worse." 


Using November, 1945, as an ex- 


ample, he said 
that, 
compared 


with November, 1944, there were 
cent more automobile thefts, 
37 


29 per cent more murders, 27 per 
per cent more robberies, six per 
cent more larcenies, -and 19

cent more burglaries.

Enlistments Curtailed 
Congress has passed 
a series 


of exceedingly generous bills which 
make the American enlisted 
man 


unquestionably the best-paid, best- 
clothed, best-housed, and best-car- 
ed-for soldier in history. Govern- 
ment officials have pleaded for vol- 
unteers on the basis of national 
need and of personal advantage. 
The press and the radio have skil- 
fully beaten the drum for enlist- 
ments. Unsettled and uncomfort- 
able conditions in civilian America 
IIB/O provided a very real incen- 
tive. Yet enlistments have 
not 
come, and 
are not now coming, 


in anything approaching the requir- 
ed proportion. 


There must, of course, be a rea- 
son. The current Lichfield, 
Eng- 


land, Army court-martial revela- 
tion perhaps provides a good idea 
as to just what that reason is. It 
gives llesh-and-blood reality to the

Food Crisis 
Not to Invoke 
Rationing 


Washington, April 11 — (UP) — 


The government today continued 
its search for the best way short 
of rationing to step up :Cood ship- 
ments overseas in the' face of a 
warning that domestic wheat 
re- 
serves are at seriously low rf>b. 


The 
Agriculture 
Department's 
crop reporting service said there 
were only about 204,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in farm storage bins on 
April 1. This was about 122,000,- 
000-r.bushels less than a year ago 
and. the lowest April 
1 reserve 
since 1941. 


On the bright side of the 
food 
picture, however, the report said 
that winter wheat production this 
year should total 830,836,000 bush- 
els. Coupled with a spring wheat 
yield of 260,000,000 bushels, 
this 
should boost total 1946 production 
above the billion bushel mark. 


Agriculture Secretary' Clinton P. 


Anderson said the prospect of an- 
other record wheat harvest would 
enable this country to dip into its 
slender grain reserves 
now 
for 


overseas shipments and 
rebuild 
its sloarge slocks from the winter 
wheat harvest. 


"The forecast of a record winter 


wheat crop makes it possible for 
us to work toward a small carry- 
over on July 1 if necessary to meet 
the export goal," he said. 


Although the 
report 
indicated 
there was only enough wheat 
in 


storage to meet three-fourths of 
our domestic and overseas needs, 
officials believed that wheat 
in

Irregularity of the teeth (maluc- 


cluslon) results from a variety 'of 
causes. If this were not the case, 
all children who suck their fingers 
would have crooked teeth. 


• Most dentists who specialize in 


the correction of children's teeth 
believe that if a child stops suck- 
ing his fingers after the third year 
of age, little' permanent damage 
to the teeth 
results. The habit 


should not be forcibly broken at 
any time, as the child may sub- 
stitute another habit which is more 
difficult to control and which cau- 
ses more damage—lip sucking. 


If a child does not acquire the 


habit of sucking his fingers be- 
fore he is a year old, he is not 
likely to: do so.

Irregularity of the teeth (maluc- 


cluslon) results from a variety 'of 
causes. If this were not the case, 
all children who suck their fingers 
would have crooked teeth. 


• Most dentists who specialize in 


the correction of children's teeth 
believe that if a child stops suck- 
ing his fingers after the third year 
of age, little' permanent damage 
to the teeth 
results. The habit 


should not be forcibly broken at 
any time, as the child may sub- 
stitute another habit which is more 
difficult to control and which cau- 
ses more damage—lip sucking. 


If a child does not acquire the 


habit of sucking his fingers be- 
fore he is a year old, he is not 
likely to: do so.

(1) There never will be a split sec- 


ond to lose in the "push-button" war 
of the future. When an enemy rocket 
•with its atomic bomb load shows up on 
the giant oscilloscope of a home de- 
fense base it must be destroyed at once.- 
It may be traveling several hundred 
miles away, dozens of miles above the 
earth, at a speed of' several hundred 
miles a minute. 
It must be attacked 


by a rocket -with a speed as great if not 


greater, and airplanes l;or this purpose 
will long ;have been obsolete. Only a 
few minutes after it,shows on the radar 
oscilloscope in a commandant's quar- 
ters it may lay w|itji|e hundreds of square 
miles and kill nflllipns Of people. 


(2) As soon a'kfthe enemy rocket ap- 


pears on the .cbrnmandant's oscillo- 
scope, he presses*'* button. This auto- 
matically connects',-'his radar with the 
rocket emplacement nearest to where 
the enemy rocke't^appears. Immediately 
the range and djjjfecttoni of the defense 
rocket in the Emplacement - is auto- 
matically set. An i,nstan;t,later it Is re- 
leased and .is on its ".way. The com- 


mandant's radar controls Its direction, 
as it speeds after the enemy's missile. 


(3) In a moment the commandant 


sees his own rocket traveling toward the 
enemy's buzz bomb. Both are travel- 
ing miles above ground. The enemy 
rocket is still a safe distance from its 
intended destination. 
He sees the two 


rockets on the face of his radar scope. 


. Then 
suddenly both 
disappear. 
He 


knows that his own rocket has done its 
work; it has blown the enemy bomb to 
.atoms. 
If this rocket had failed the 


result would have been disastrous. 


-(1)' The battle in the push-button war 


is over, in a few minutes. Momentarily 


•the country has been saved. The com- 
mandant with the pusli of a button, has 
done more than all the defense armies 
of the past may have accomplished. 
Outside it is night. The populace c6Uld 
not have heard the approach of the 
enemy rocket, it was traveling so fast. 
Neither could it have heard .the rush 
of the defense rocket for' the same rea- 
son. People are not aware that a battle 
is taking place until they are startled 
by an earth-shaking explosion high in 
the stratosphere and a hlindine 'flash 
of light.

World's Deepest Oil Well 
Brought in at 13,700 Feet 
-in the Evangeline Country 


By BRYAN PUTMAN 
Weeks Island, La., April 12 — ' 


(UP)— The world's deepest 
pro 


ducing oil well was gushing black 
gold today from 13,700 feet in the 
earth's bowels. 


The well was brought in amid 


Ihe picturesque Evangeline coun- 
try yesterday by the Shell Oil Com- 
pany after 191 days of actual drill- 
Ing. On a production test, the well 
turned out at a rale of 530 barrels 
a day. 


However, it, will be permilcd to 


produce only 380 barrels a 
day 


under the Louisiana system of pro- 
rationing. 


The site ot this record-shatter- 


ing well is owned by Dr. Charles 
M. Smith, of New Orleans, and the 
83-year-old doctor was on 
hand 


yesterday lo bring 'er in. 
Assisted by State Conservation 


Commissioner Joseph McHugh, he 
gave a hearty tug on Ihc top cock 
wrench which opened the valve on 
the drilling rig's "Christmas tree." 


And Ihe opening of that valve 


did Ihc trick. 
The 
black 
gold 


poured forth through an 11.64 inch 
choke with a tubing pressure of 
2,750 pounds. 
Although exactly 191 days of ac- 


tual drilling were needed to bring 
in the well, the project was 284 
days under way and cost $400,000: 
There were troubles. Fifteen days 
were lost in moving back to re- 
condilion file fuel supply unit No., 
1, 43 days were lost in fishing"; 
oul a stuck drill stem and 23 days 
were losl drilling around unrecov- 
erable remnants left at the bottom 
of the hole. 
'The well was sunk with a ma 
rine drilling rig, brought to the 
location by a dredged canal 
of 


eight feet depth. 
Total 
drilling 
depth was 14,301 feet. However, it 
was plugged back from the lower 
dcplh lo the new producing level 
when engineers failed to find sand 
they had expected.
